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Not So Fast 


lt could be years before all of the city's police are armed with Tasers. What will that mean for the next Mario Woods?

In theory, San Francisco police 
officers will soon be able to carry Tasers. 
In practice, a lot has to happen before lo- 
cal police have an alternative to their 
sidearms. 

After several high-profile officer-in- 
volved shootings in San Francisco, 
the U.S. Department of Justice told 
San Francisco to arm its officers with 
Tasers — a move most major American 
cities made long ago. SFPD resisted, in 
part, because opponents worry either 
that the devices are too lethal, or not 
effective. The San Francisco Police 
Commission relented and approved 
the devices in November, but there’s a 
lot more work ahead. 

First, the city and the San Francisco 
Police Officers Association have to 
agree on when exactly Tasers will be 
handed out. Then, officers will need to 
go through several sets of training be- 
fore they can carry the devices. 

In March, the Police Commission 
hammered out detailed rules for which 
officers can carry them and how they'll 
be used. Simultaneously, the POA 
drafted a competing policy — Prop- 
osition H, which would have made it 
impossible to amend the city’s Taser 
policy without approval from four- 
fifths of the Board of Supervisors, or a 
majority of the city’s voters. 

It failed; voters shot down Prop. 

H in June’s election, leaving the POA 
to bargain with the city on how to 
implement the Police Commission’s 
Taser plan. 

Wrangling the opinionated POA in 
those meet-and-confer sessions is just 
one of many hoops SFPD must jump 
through before officers can begin to 
have Tasers at the ready. Under the Po- 
lice Commission’s policy, officers must 
also go through Taser training, plus 
a 20-hour de-escalation course and a 
40-hour crisis intervention training 
before they can use the devices. But 
the 40-hour course is offered so in- 
frequently that, by the SFPD’s own 
calculations, it could take five years to 
train everyone. 

It’s taken years to get even this 
far. The city updated its police use-of- 
force policy in late 2016, as part of a 
larger response to a sharp increase in 
officer-involved shootings in 2015, 
when six people died (and three others 
were injured). Among other things, it 
barred officers from using a restraint 
method known as the carotid hold, 
which contributed to Eric Garner’s 
death in New York, and from shooting 
at moving vehicles, which was how

Jessica Williams was killed in the Bay- 
view in 2016. 

Tasers may be less lethal, but activ- 
ists of color in the region are divided 
on the use of the devices. In April, at 
an event commemorating the 50th an- 
niversary of the assassination of Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr., Shawn Richard, 
executive director of Brothers Against 
Guns, told the crowd, “I'd rather be hit 
by a Taser than a bullet.” 

But Phelicia Jones, founder of 
Wealth and Disparities in the Black 
Community — Justice 4 Mario 
Woods, campaigned against Prop. H 
and opposes police use of Tasers. 

“It’s a no-win for Black people. They 
need to change how they look at us, 
how they treat us, so they want us to 
live and not die,” Jones told SF Weekly. 
“If they are going to be allowed to use 
Tasers, Black people would be electro- 
cuted.” 

To get at the deeper issues between 
the SFPD and San Francisco’s com- 
munities of color, it helps to back up a 
little. Between 2000 and 2015, police 
fatally shot 40 people — six in 2015 
alone, including Mario Woods, a Black 
man whose death galvanized the city. 
In April 2016, a group of activists 
called the Frisco Five staged a hunger 
strike, demanding the resignation of 
then-Police Chief Greg Suhr. A month 
later, after local officers shot and killed 
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Williams, an unarmed Black woman, 
Suhr stepped down. 

The U.S. Justice Department 
stepped in, recommending more than 
250 top-to-bottom reforms, one of 
which was the deployment of Tasers. 
Another was to track the department’s 
use of force. 

According to SFPD reports, local 
officers’ use of force dropped 18.5 
percent from 2016 to 2017. But it 
remained disproportionately high 
among people of color, especially Black 
people, who made up 6 percent of the 
city’s population in 2010 but were 
on the receiving end of 42 percent of 
SFPD’s use-of-force incidents in the 
fourth quarter of 2017. 

Latinos, meanwhile, were 15.1 
percent of the 2010 population but 
21 percent of the SFPD’s use-of-force 
population last fall. Those numbers 
don’t sit well with Jones. 

Police Chief Bill Scott “wants to get 
up and tell the Board of Supervisors 
that use of force is down,” she says. 
“It’s down for every ethnicity except 
Black people. But they’re not reporting 
that. Why is it the use of force can 
be down for everyone else? Someone 
needs to answer that question.” 

It’s also not clear how well the 
SFPD’s de-escalation and crisis-inter- 
vention trainings work, in terms of 
preventing use-of-force incidents.

Weapons NOT “tool” 
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Only 882 officers (47.5 percent) 
have gone through 40-hour crisis in- 
tervention training course introduced 
in 2012, police spokerson Grace Gat- 
pandan says, which includes deeper 
training on mental health issues such 
as post-traumatic stress disorder. 
Roughly six to 10 sessions are offered 
each year, and the department expects 
it'll be another four to five years be- 
fore all officers have gone through it. 

The slow results show. Only three 
of the five officers involved in the 
shooting death of Woods, and one 
of the three involved in Alex Nieto’s 
death in 2014, had gone through the 
training. 

And, in the past six months, San 
Francisco police officers have shot 
and killed three more men of color — 
42-year-old Keita O’Neil in December, 
and, in a single incident in March, 
19-year-old Jesus Adolfo Delgado 
Duarte and 21-year-old Jehad Eid. On 
June 9, an SFPD officer shot 28-year- 
old Oliver Barcenas in the back. 

Rookie officer Chris Samaoya 
hadn't had the chance to go through 
the de-escalation or crisis intervention 
trainings before he shot and killed 
O’Neil, who was unarmed. Both of the 
officers involved in Eid’s shooting and 
three of the 10 who fired on Duarte 
had been through the 40-hour course. 

For some, Tasers are considered the 


answer. They're often regarded as a 
“less-lethal” option when compared to 
firearms, but Reuters found that 1,005 
people nationwide had died after 
police stunned them with Tasers, and 
the devices were the cause or a con- 
tributing factor in 153 of those deaths. 

Some medical experts believe that 
Taser shocks can boost the risk of 
heart failure in cases where people 
are agitated or under the influence 
of drugs, or have underlying health 
problems, according to a report from 
Amnesty International. In the Reuters 
report, Taser International (a major 
producer of the devices, renamed Axon 
in 2017) insisted that only a couple 
dozen deaths could be attributed to the 
devices — and 18 of those were from 
fatal head and neck injuries sustained 
after a subject was Tased and then fell. 

Police Commissioner Robert Hirsch, 
a strong Taser supporter, says he’s not 
worried about the slow rollout. 

“The police department has gone 
150 years without this weapon,” 
Hirsch says. “Obviously, we want 
to get it done. But we also want the 
new use-of-force policy to take hold, 
and once that’s part of the DNA of 
the police force, the Taser could be 
introduced. I’m not all that concerned 
about how long it’s going to take.” 

Hirsch says there’s so much crit- 
icism around Duarte’s shooting, in 
particular, because officers fired on 
him 99 times. 

“If only seven shots were fired, I 
don’t think people would have the 
same issues. He was firing from the 
trunk. You can’t expect an officer to do 
anything other than use deadly force 
because they’ve got to protect people 
around them,” he says. “You're not 
going to ask someone to use a Taser or 
time and distance when there are lives 
at risk.” 

Tasers might not have made a dif- 
ference for Duarte or Eid, but what 
about the future Woodses, Nietos, 
or Williamses who have run-ins with 
SFPD officers? How long will they have 
to wait before officers have the option 
to pull out a Taser instead of a gun? 

Hirsh says waiting to make sure 
officers are well-versed in de-escalation 
techniques will ultimately pay off: “I 
think if they’re properly trained, we'll 
all be better off when they have those 
weapons. 

“But it’s true we've been too rough 
in this country,’ he admits. “We use 
force too quickly.”

Members of SEIU 1021 speak out at City Hall about racial 
discrimination in San Francisco, June 19, 2018.

San Francisco’s reputation for 
being a progressive city rings true for only 
a portion of its population. If you're Black, 
it’s harder to find work, get aloan to buy a 
house, and escape the racially charged 
clutches of the criminal justice system. 
City Hall hearings and news articles have 
mentioned the dwindling African-Amer- 
ican population as an aside for years, but 
thus far, most efforts to remedy issues of 
implicit racism against Black people have 
been folded into other, larger pieces of 
legislation — such as creating a small 
neighborhood-preference policy for af- 
fordable-housing units in an attempt to 
keep people in the districts where they 
grew up. 

Members of SEIU Local 1021, a 
union that represents thousands of 
public service workers in San Fran- 
cisco, are demanding that the city 
do better. On Tuesday, June 19, also 
known as Juneteenth — the day when 
word reached Texas that the Civil 
War had ended and slavery had been 
abolished — SEIU 1021 held a press 
conference on the steps of City Hall to 
announce that a hearing to examine 
workplace discrimination will be held 
next month. 

“In the last 30 years, the Black pop- 
ulation has been cut more than in half, 
so we make up only 4 or 5 percent of 
the city. We have the highest disparity 
of unemployment for African-Amer- 
icans in the country,” said SEIU 
1021 Vice President Joseph Bryant. 
“African-Americans continually face 
systemic discrimination in the city of 
San Francisco.” 


Workers from the Sheriff’s Office, 
the Department of Public Health, and 
smaller, city-funded organizations 
took the mic to tell their tales of being 
hired last, fired first, and demoted af- 
ter speaking out against racial bias. 

Sheryl Thornton, an employee at 
the Potrero Hill Health Center, told 
the crowd how after acting as a whis- 
tleblower in her workplace she was 
“unlawfully demoted” and stripped of 
her managerial duties. 

“On March 6 of 1857, the Supreme 
Court ruled the infamous Dred Scott 
decision that African-Americans were 
not citizens. ... Today, I hardly see 
much difference,” Thornton said. “The 
Fifth Amendment clearly says that no 
one will be ‘deprived of life, liberty, 
or property without due process of 
law.’ When my duties were unlawfully 
stripped from me, my due process was 
violated.” 

SEIU 1021 reached out to Supervi- 
sor Jane Kim two weeks ago for help 
combating workplace discrimination. 
She subsequently scheduled a hear- 
ing for the Government Audit and 
Oversight Committee for July 18. 
The department heads of S.F’s major 
city employers — the Department of 
Public Health, Public Works, and the 
SFMTA, to name a few — will be re- 
quired to collect and present data on 
the hiring, firing, and promotions of 
their African-American employees. 

“Most of the information we’re 
getting is anecdotal, but we want 
to investigate and inquire whether 
there’s something more systematic 
at the city level,” Kim tells SF Weekly. 
“We're hoping it will lead to some 


potential solutions, whether that’s a 
budget request, an ordinance, or an 
executive directive from the mayor.” 

The press conference on City Hall’s 
steps was powerful, and the upcoming 
hearing will finally turn the mic over 
to the Black community to express 
their frustration with displacement 
and prejudice. But sadly, there is noth- 
ing new about either of these issues, 
so why now? 

Brenda Barros, an SEIU 1021 chap- 
ter president who works at Zuckerberg 
San Francisco General Hospital, says 
the problems are only increasing for 
people of color employed by the city. 

“I know some things are being done 
at San Francisco General, but it’s too 
slow, and in the meantime many of us 
are suffering,” she says. “As the chapter 
president, people are coming up to me 
every day. It’s never been this bad. I’ve 
been with the city 38 years, and it’s 
never been worse than it is today. 

“T worked hard to get London Breed 
elected mayor, but I just want to send 
a message to London too that you 
can’t forget about the Black folks,” she 
added. 

Breed was notably missing from the 
press conference, despite being invited 
to attend. 

When asked why she agreed to hold 
a hearing now, Kim says she believes 
the tone of inclusivity at City Hall has 
been changing. 

“T think as we talk more about race 
and government — and this certainly 
came out during the last five months in 
the mayor’s race — there was perhaps a 
greater interest in how race was treated 
up and down through the system,” she 
says. 

The struggles voiced on the steps of 
City Hall on Juneteenth were genuine, 
but whether a hearing will lead to any 
policy that could make a dent in break- 
ing down systematic racism remains to 
be seen. 

Reverend Amos Brown, who took 
the mic despite suffering a small stroke 
a few days ago, said it’s time to get 
serious — and threatened to go to Bal- 
timore and hire lawyers to sue the city 
of San Francisco. 

“This is no time for rhetoric. This is 
a time for results,” he said. “This is no 
time for investigation and analysis, this 
is a time for action. We have lived a lie 
for far too long that we are supposedly 
a liberal, progressive town.” 


The hearing on racial discrimination in 
San Francisco takes place at 10 a.m. on 
July 18 in City Hall. 
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Copped Out 


A ‘No Cops at Pride’ movement has taken hold in several North American cities, but the SF Pride 
parade is still keeping blue in the rainbow.

The feel-good nature of this week- 
end’s Pride festivities doesn’t extend to every- 
one; some segments of the LGBTQ community 
have decided not to attend in protest of the 
heavy police presence that accompanies the 
parade. It’s a call to action that’s gotten atten- 
tion in other cities, which have chosen not to 
have officers present at Pride, and many activ- 
ists ask organizers in S.F. to make the same 
move. 

“There’s no reason why cops should be 
at Pride, because Pride was started as a 
defiance against the cops that were harass- 
ing the gay community,” Black Arts Matter 
founder and activist Mone’t Ha-Sidi tells SF 
Weekly. “A Black trans woman [Marsha P. 
Johnson] started this movement. There’s no 
reason why the same oppressors with boots 
on our neck should be there at our celebra- 
tions of marginalized groups.” 

Police are on hand at any permitted 
march through the streets, for obvious pub- 
lic safety reasons. But Pride is a commem- 
oration of the 1969 Stonewall riots, which 
were a direct response to police brutality, 
and some Pride parades are acknowledging 
that police violence still marches on. 

The protests against police at Pride first 
gained prominence in Toronto, when Black 
Lives Matter activists disrupted that city’s 
parade in both 2016 and 2017. Those ac- 
tivists demanded more Black visibility and 
less police presence, and organizers listened. 
This year, Toronto Pride has asked the police 
department to withdraw from that city’s 
parade. 

Vancouver Pride followed suit, and has 
banned uniformed officers from marching. 
Halifax police have been told not to march 
in uniform. 

Here in the U.S., the Minneapolis police 


chief instructed officers to re- 
frain from marching in uniform 
in that city’s Pride parade as 
emotions are still raw over the 
2016 shooting of Philando Cas- 
tile. For now, the sentiment has 
not spread to SF Pride. 

SF Pride did not return com- 
ment, but an SFPD contingent is 
registered to march in Sunday’s 
S.F. Pride parade, as is an FBI 
contingent. Not everyone will be 
rooting them on. 

“Knowing the history of 
why we have Pride, it makes no 
sense to me and other queer 
people why police, uniformed 
especially, would be welcomed with open 
arms at Pride,” says Bay Area activist Rizzo 
Xochipilli. 

The issue has come up in previous S.F. 
Pride weekend proceedings. Black Lives 
Matter pulled out of the 2016 SF Pride cele- 
bration over policing concerns in the wake of 
the Pulse nightclub shooting — even though 
the organization had been named a grand 
marshal. Last year’s Trans March posted 
guidelines on its website asking participants 
to not interact with police. 

Those words were eventually scrubbed 
from the Trans March site, but still ring true 
to many activists. 

“Black Lives Matter Toronto set the stan- 
dard by stopping the Pride parade until or- 
ganizers committed to making real reforms 
in this area,” says criminal defense attorney 
Christina Ann Marie DiEdoardo, who iden- 
tifies as both trans and a lesbian. “It’s to San 
Francisco's shame that we haven't followed 
their example to a greater degree.” 

Of course, San Francisco does have 
LGBTQ officers on the police force. We even 
had an openly trans woman serving as presi- 
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dent of the police commission when Theresa 
Sparks was elected to that position in 2007. 

That’s little comfort to activists who feel 
law enforcement officers create an air of in- 
timidation at Pride events. “The presence of 
queer and/or trans officers does not detoxify 
a force whose entire purpose is to uphold a 
racist and classist system,” DiEdoardo tells 
SF Weekly. 

As of press time, SFPD and the FBI are 
still slated to march in Sunday’s SF Pride 
parade. Just like with Pride’s ubiquitous 
corporate sponsorship, the event still has a 
complicated relationship between its anti-es- 
tablishment origins and its focus on building 
bridges. 

But S.F. Pride does not speak for the en- 
tire San Francisco LGBTQ community. When 
the police and FBI march down Market 
Street Sunday for Pride, some activists might 
exercise their right to not remain silent.

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A Collective Battle 
for S.F.’s Budget 


The annual ‘budget ask’ — with $24 million up for 
grabs — had dozens of groups and individuals 
clamoring for funds at City Hall.

More than 50 people gathered at the City Hall 


steps on Monday to ask the new mayor, London Breed, and the 
Board of Supervisors to spend $97 million on their own initiatives. 

Every year after the Budget Committee reviews the initial 
budget proposal, it makes cuts that free wp money for other 
issues in San Francisco. Leftovers are up for grabs as long as 
people can convince the Board of Supervisors and Breed there’s 
a need. 

The first draft of the budget for the 2018 fiscal year pro- 
posed $24 million over the next two years, to increase funding 
for homelessness, education, sexual violence, and LGBTQ. 
organizations. 

Clearly, to all those who rallied today, this is not enough. 

An outpouring of activists, social organizations, and in- 
dividuals scrambled into City Hall Monday for the budget 
hearing. Once there, people could suggest to the Board how 
the money should be used, a process that’s formally called a 
“budget ask.” 

Kate Sorensen from Causa Justa/Just Cause organized 
a Budget Justice Rally just before the hearing. The platform 
allowed representatives from Causa Justa/Just Cause, the Co- 
alition on Homelessness, Senior and Disability Action, LYRIC, 
and many other organizations to persuade the Board to invest 
in their budget asks. 

Sorensen said because there are so many needs, only a few 
may get approved. She wanted to unite these organizations 
publicly to show that every issue is equally important and 
should be supported. 

“We need to fight for each other, that’s the point,’ Sorensen 
says, noting that this is an opportunity for the Board to prove 
it cares about the city’s needs, and that problems arose in the 
past because of a disconnect between the Board of Supervisors 
and the people of San Francisco. 

“It’s contradictions, what the supervisors think the people 
want and what the people actually want,” Sorensen says. “We 
have to hold the mayor accountable to that. We have to hold 
the supervisors accountable for that.” 

Supervisor Malia Cohen, who leads the Budget and Finance 
Committee, says a second draft of a budget plan will be an- 
nounced on Monday, June 25, after the committee takes into 
account comments from Monday’s event. 





Supervisors Could Fast-Track 
Affordable Housing Projects 


The ordinance builds on an Ed Lee directive to speed up housing 


production.

As the city battles a housing and 
homelessness crisis, affordable-housing 
projects could soon receive a VIP pass 
through the development pipeline. 

The Board of Supervisors will vote 
next week on an ordinance that would 
fast-track affordable-housing projects 


through the lengthy Planning Depart- 
ment process. Mayor Mark Farrell 
introduced the bill in April to continue 
the September 2017 executive directive 
Mayor Ed Lee issued to expedite such 
projects. 

“We cannot let red tape and bureau- 
cracy prevent us from helping our fam- 
ilies and residents,” Farrell said in April. 


Projects that build 100-percent af- 
fordable housing will now have priority 
processing, like nixing a review hearing 
before the Planning Commission. Such 
projects will also be eligible to request 
exceptions to parts of the Planning 
code that require window exposure and 
access to open space. 

A notice 20 days before the date of 
a hearing or approval would become 
the standard to reach owners, residents 
in the immediate area, and neighbor- 
hood organizations by mail — as well 
as through online notices and notices 
posted on a given site. The zoning ad- 
ministrator can waive repeated notices 
of an application, and public notices for 


certain increases to an exterior will no 
longer be required. 

The Planning Department found 
that the proposed changes still comply 
with the California Environmental 
Quality Act. Roughly 1,700 affordable 
housing units could stand to benefit 
from the changes, and work hours 
equivalent to two full-time staffers 
would be freed up, according to the 
Office of Economic and Workforce De- 
velopment. 

The ordinance has support from the 
city’s planning director, John Rahaim, 
and from the director of SPUR’s San 
Francisco chapter, Adhi Nagraj. Land 
Use and Transportation Committee 
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members — Supervisors Jane Kim, Katy 
Tang, and Ahsha Safai — recommended 
it to the Board for adoption last week. 

If it sounds similar to YIMBY Action’s 
proposed but abandoned November bal- 
lot measure, it’s because it is. 

“Streamlining affordable housing 
is something I hope San Francisco can 
agree on,’ said Executive Director Laura 
Foote Clark at the Land Use and Trans- 
portation Committee meeting. 

Supervisors delayed a decision on 
Tuesday to allow for more community 
input. The new rules would take effect 
on Jan. 1, 2019, saving YIMBY’s precious 
election money and energy.

Cannabis-Free 


A student-led initiative to keep 
pot ads away from schools 
received unanimous approval 
from the Board of Ed. 


In the six months since California 
legalized cannabis, the battle of brands to 
gain our attention has been fierce. As 
marijuana-related advertising saturates 
our local landscape, some of San Francis- 
co’s high school students have made it 
clear that cannabis has no place in their 
classrooms. 

On June 13, the San Francisco Board 
of Education unanimously approved a 
resolution from the city’s Student Advi- 
sory Council that affirms San Francisco’s 
law requiring a 600-foot buffer between 
dispensaries and school property. 

Academy High School senior Chanun 
Ong was one of the students behind 
the resolution, co-authored by Board 
of Education Commissioner Dr. Emily 
Murase. In discussing what inspired the 
Student Advisory Council to take the

issue on, Ong emphasizes that their 
efforts were not intended as a condem- 
nation of marijuana, but rather as an 
educational effort to inform peers and 
younger students. 

“By no means do we disapprove of 
responsible cannabis usage,’ Ong says, 
“but we wanted to help ensure that 
students — especially younger students 
— weren't exposed to cannabis prema- 
turely.” 

According to a San Francisco Unified 
School Districts press release, the res- 
olution also “strongly discourages the 
advertisement of cannabis, cannabis 
products, cannabis businesses, or canna- 
bis services in a 600-foot radius around 
school grounds.” 

While Ong says he hasn’t personally 
noticed an immense increase in canna- 
bis advertising since recreational sales 
went into effect in January, he does 
recall seeing the occasional billboard and 
small sign. 

“It’s definitely a precautionary reso- 
lution,” he explains. “We haven’t 
seen an extreme amount of 
advertising, but we want to make 
sure that we can control it quickly 
if that ever becomes the case.” 

Murase notes that the reso- 
lution’s importance isn’t only in 
what it sought to accomplish, but 
also in the fact that SFUSD stu- 


dents initiated it. 
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“It’s very important that this was 
student-generated,” Murase says. “The 
Student Advisory Council consists of 
dedicated, hard-working representa- 
tives from each of our high schools, 
and they’re the ones who brought this 
forward.” 

Murase points back to adjustments 
the Board of Education previously 
made to SFUSD student drug edu- 
cation following a February incident 
in which 10 students at James Lick 
Middle School where hospitalized after 
ingesting marijuana-infused edibles. 
Part of the board’s earlier efforts in- 
cluded new training for school social 
workers and nurses, as well as for stu- 
dents who serve as outreach workers 
for each high school. 

Echoing Ong’s sentiments re- 
garding this new resolution, Murase 
explains that given the marijuana 
industry “is in its infancy,’ the time is 
right to “make a bright line on where 
we stand in 
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terms of targeted advertisements.” 

“We're hoping that they’ll be good 
neighbors,” she continues. “I know in 
the past that there have been protests 
regarding dispensaries near schools 
and that some of the business owners 
did cooperate. We want to give people 
the benefit of the doubt.” 

It’s fair to assume the majority of 
the cannabis industry will likely take 
no issue with a request to keep mar- 
keting away from schools, but history 
tells us that far more difficult decisions 
loom on the horizon. 

On June 5, Colorado Governor John 
Hickenlooper signed House Bill 1286, 
which allows for school nurses to ad- 
minister non-smokable medical canna- 
bis to students if given parental approv- 
al. As research continues to reveal the 
benefit of cannabis in treating seizures 
and numerous other medical condi- 
tions, it’s only a matter of time before 
California’s next governor will be asked 

to consider similar legislation. 

For now, Murase’s concern is 
focused on the recreational appeal 
of cannabis to underage consum- 
ers. In addition to the fact that 
ingesting cannabis under the age 
of 21 is illegal, she also notes that 
there is some evidence to suggest 
that marijuana may be harmful 
to the adolescent mind, citing 
a 2015 study by the American 


Psychological Association and a 2017 
report from Scientific American. 

“T think there are some major studies 
underway right now,’ she says, “so it’s 
not causal at this point, but it’s a con- 
cern. We want to give our kids the best 
shot at success, and not having any neg- 
ative impacts on their developing brains 
is one way to help that along.” 

One student who has clearly suc- 
ceeded is Chanun Ong. As he prepares 
for his freshman year at the University 
of California, Berkeley this fall, he 
expresses pride in the legacy that he’s 
leaving to his successors on the Student 
Advisory Council and the bond the 
council was able to form with San Fran- 
cisco’s Board of Education. 

“Our partnership in the future may 
not have anything to do with cannabis 
at all,” he says, “but the support from 
the board has been phenomenal. When 
we talked to Dr. Murase about this 
resolution, she was extremely receptive. 
I want to extend a shout-out to her 
personally, because she was one of the 
main proponents for making sure that 
our schools stay cannabis-free. It was 
great to work with her.”

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More! Is More 
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How Pride Sunday came to be associated with one hard-working drag queen, Juanita More.

In a teal, circa-1960 Chevrolet 
convertible with prominent tailfins, two 
drag queens with prominent hair 
flanked two politicians. It was the eve- 
ning of Tuesday, June 5, the Chevy was 
cruising through the Castro, and it 
seemed as though former state Senator 
Mark Leno might be on the cusp of an 
historic victory. Leno, who would have 
been the first progressive to eke out a 
win for the office in decades, as well as 
San Francisco's first LGBTQ mayor, sat 
in the back. Rafael Mandelman, who 
would win a seat representing the 
neighborhood on the Board of Supervi- 
sors, rode shotgun. The two drag 
queens were long-standing fixtures 
around town: Donna Sachet and Juan- 
ita More. 

More had vocally backed Leno for 
years, later telling SF Weekly that his 
plan for ending chronic homelessness 
by 2020 was the best reason to sup- 
port him, although it was “kind of 


baffling and weird” that S.F. had yet to 
elect a queer mayor. 

An alliance between Leno and 
fellow progressive Sup. Jane Kim 
seemed like a strategy to guarantee 
a win for one of the two progressives 
whose platforms were nearly identi- 
cal. On the three-page voting guide 
pdf on her website, More wrote, “If 
you re not putting Mark first, well, 
that’s your mistake, but you'd better 
put him second!” His stamina after a 
long campaign impressed her in the 
back of that vintage Chevy. 

“I get there and look at him, and 
I’m like, “You look rested, you look 
happy. ” she recalled. “And he says, 
‘T’m so happy about everything.’ I was 
like, “That’s the guy I want to be my 
mayor. ” 

But it was not to be. Over the 
coming days, Board of Supervisors 
President London Breed pulled ahead 
in the ranked-choice system as the 
final ballots were tallied, prevailing by 
2,900 votes, or barely more than one 


percentage point. A week after the 
election, More tweeted, “If you did not 
vote in this election, get off my back bc 
T intend to hold this new administra- 
tion accountable in high heels.” 

Earlier this decade, LGBTQ people 
in America grew accustomed to hear- 
ing good news during Pride month 
— often, straight from the Supreme 
Court. This year, though the Court 
surprised legal analysts with a 7-2 
ruling in favor of a Colorado bakery’s 
claim that religious freedom meant not 
having to bake a cake for a same-sex 
wedding. Coupled with the mayoral 
race and the general tenor of politics 
in Washington — which ranges from 
stupefying national embarrassments 
to the chilling creep of fascism — Pride 
2018 would appear to be comparatively 
muted, if not outright depressed. But 
that is not quite the case. 


Juanita More is 26 years old and 
a creation of two people, both older: 


More herself, and her drag mother, 
Glamamore, aka Mr. David. A quar- 
ter-century collaboration has yielded a 
nightlife character who is less known for 
recycled punchlines, mugging, or out- 
landishness than for exuding a sort of 
welcoming unapproachability. In photo- 
graphs, her half-smiles are pure Old Hol- 
lywood, and she can smolder with a look 
that says, “Come hither, to await further 
orders.” Juanita More — or Juanita 
More! — is a consummate hostess, an 
entertainer on stage and off. She attri- 
butes this to her father’s volubility and 
her mother’s cool reserve, but the per- 
sona didn’t emerge fully formed. 

Juanita and David met in New York 
in the ’80s, where Glamamore was 
already an established presence in the 
world of drag and elsewhere. While 
they’d cooked together at a catering 
company, More had no interest in be- 
ing a drag queen until the week before 
Halloween 1992, when she was already 
living in San Francisco. 

“You have to put me in drag!” More 
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remembers begging Glamamore. “He 
said, ‘No, please don’t make anoth- 

er friend of mine want to be a drag 
queen!’ Also, David was teasing me: 
‘You're not going to be pretty, let’s just 
start there.’ ” 

Separately, Glamamore remembers 
it similarly: “I was like, “You are going 
to be hideous. He was in heels hopping 
up and down this hallway like a truck 
driver, and I thought, “This is going 
to be awful.’ And then I was putting 
makeup on him, like, ‘Oh, you have 
almond-shaped eyes. You are going to 
be fine.’ But there was nothing before 
Juanita that alluded to a shred of fem- 
ininity.” 

That was during the crisis years of 
the AIDS epidemic, and More wasn’t 
partying much. But going out unrecog- 
nized was liberating, and she wanted 
to do it again. Then again. Friends 
from New York sent Dolce and Gabba- 
na and Vivienne Westwood, straight 
from the showroom. Like a statue 
the gods very slowly breathe life into, 
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NightLife as seen by Bay Area artist Lydia Ortiz 
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Juanita took shape. 

“T don't feel like any part of Juan- 
ita’s beginnings were me, she says. 

“It was everybody else — everybody’s 
vision to make me be this thing they 
all loved.” 

She and Glamamore created The 
Fish Stix, performing around town in 
shows like Born Wrong, The Fish Stix in 
Hot Water, and Tender Loins, and More 
became a regular at Heklina’s monthly 
party, Trannyshack (which has since 
been renamed Mother and become a 
weekly event at Oasis). That pre-in- 
ternet era was when you got publicity 
solely by mailing out promotional 
material. 

“We didn’t just send out paper, but 
a handwritten, three-page note written 
in lipstick with glitter and nails that 
flew out,” Glamamore recalls. “Which 
was very good — we got such atten- 
tion. Back in ’93-’94, in the Weekly we 
got the middle page.” 

Things snowballed. More ran events 
like Booty Call Wednesdays at Q Bar 
and a short-lived but well-received 
Wednesday happy hour at the Star- 
light Room a few years ago. It drew 
an unusually stylish crowd to Union 
Square until the Sir Francis Drake 
Hotel’s management put the kibosh 
on it. She runs several events at the 
Powerhouse, among them Beatpig 
(her every-third-Saturday party with 
Walter Gomez and Stanley Frank, 
which combines fashion with bondage 
demonstrations) and PowerBlouse (a 
first-Saturdays benefit whose main 
event involves someone who's never 
done drag before getting the royal 
treatment). 

Elliott C. Nathan’s LOADS OF LOVE 
mural outside the Powerhouse is a 
reference to a sign-off of More’s, and 
her French bulldog Jackson appears in 
the O in Love. A less well-trained pup 
might lunge at the eggplant in the V, if 
not the bottle of poppers in the L. 

Early in the aughts, More began to 
throw a Pride Sunday party, which for 
2018 has become two parties, one on 
Saturday night and another Sunday af- 
ternoon. Glamamore had done numer- 
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ous HIV/AIDS benefits for years, and 
this was partly an extension of that. 

“But,” Glamamore says, “there’s 
tons of organizations you do a benefit 
for and you're like, ‘Did it go any- 
where?’ With this, Juani can spearhead 
it and she knows exactly where the 
check is going. Control queens? I don’t 
know. Maybe.” 

More’s parties have raised upward 
of $45,000 for various nonprofits, and 
this year’s beneficiary is Truth, a joint 
collaboration between the Transgen- 
der Law Center and the GSA Network 
(formerly known as the Gay-Straight 
Alliance) that’s short for “trans youth.” 
Confident, articulate, transgender 
teens move her deeply, since she ad- 
mits she wasn’t nearly as brave a queer 
at that age. 

“They've never met each other,” she 
says of the beneficiaries. “They’ve only 
Facetimed and shared each other’s 
videos. I haven’t told them this yet 
because I don’t know how much money 
we re going to raise, but I would love 
it if I could get them all in the same 
room.” 

As in, Juanita More chaperoning a 
gagele of underage trans kids around 
San Francisco, some of them for their 
first time? 

“We'd have the most amazing sem- 
inars for them,” she says. “And take 
them to fabulous places. Facebook is 
one of our sponsors, and they were 
like, ‘Bring them all down here, we 
have great trans leaders here.’ ” 

If Yogi Berra’s axiom that no-one- 
goes-there-it’s-too-crowded still holds 
up, then the inverse applies to More’s 
Pride party: It can feel as though ev- 
eryone makes an appearance, and no 
matter how packed it is, it’s still fun. 

“Tjust feel like, for even five min- 
utes, if a party isn’t completely packed, 
then it wasn’t a party,’ More says. “It’s 
that moment where | can’t move — 
when I have my naked dinner parties, 
and all of a sudden I turn around and 
I’m like, ‘I can’t move, I’m going to 
knock all the dicks out of my way.’ ” 

It’s in high demand, too. More 
recently posted the following on Face-

Mark Leno attends the Pride party 
every year. For what it’s worth, More 
says he’s been to Beatpig, too. 


At the heart of everything all is 
the design collaboration between 
mother and daughter. 

“David and I have bounced things 
off each other and created the most 
amazing, crazy, museum-worthy 
things out of nothing. Some of the pat- 
terns he’s made for me, even when we 
did the [2016 Mr. David] fashion show 
at the de Young, we'd dig around and 
pull something out and both be like, 
‘Remember when you wore that?’ 

“One of the pieces is 12 yards of 
hand-dyed silk. It’s one continuous 
piece, draped,” she continues. “So stun- 
ning. I think ve worn that once. I have 
that habit, too — sometimes I go to 
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Britex and buy fabric that I can’t afford 
or that I’ve saved up for, but another 
time Ill go to the dollar-yard table. 
Douglas, who’s been there forever, he’s 
just awesome. We love each other. He 
comes to my Pride party every year, 
too.” 

Glamamore refers to Juanita as the 
“original More boy” because way back 
when, in boy-drag, More would carry 
his bags and act as an entourage or 
escort. The roles have largely reversed, 
and Glamamore calls himself the sec- 
ond original More boy, although the 
network has expanded. 


“Tm the mother, so I'll tap one of 
them on the shoulder: ‘Go get Juani 
a drink. Go do this. She needs that. 
Get her train out from under the chair 
right there, ” Glamamore says. “Things 
no one hears about. A lot of [drag 
mothers] just paint their kids and send 
them out into the world. It’s this whole 
art project I’m working on — some- 
times, it feels like we’re continually 
making this one art project.” 

The House of More has children all 
over the world, from Miss Rahni and 
VivvyAnne ForeverMORE in San Fran- 
cisco to Suppositori Spelling in Los 











Angeles, with many others in London 
and elsewhere. As with Patsy Stone 

on AbFab, unable to state how many 
siblings she has because “Mother was 
such a slut,” Glamamore has lost count 
of her drag children. Some students 
from Berkeley attempted a family tree, 
but, Glamamore says, “Juani and I 
were like, ‘Good luck!’ 

“We don't have a family tree,” he 
says. ‘It’s a bush with vines in and 
around and through it. In our family, 
it’s possible to be your own grand- 
mother.” 

Although neither is partnered, their 
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relationship has a spousal, you’re-the- 
first-person-I-text-in-the-morning di- 
mension to it, with frequent check-ins. 
When pressed, Glamamore isn’t en- 
tirely sure why he’s expended so many 
hours on his lifelong art project — or 
even where the money comes from. 

“T’ve literally been paid for a gown 
in a pot of beans. But I seem to go 
through this life and all of my needs 
are met — and the occasional want,” 
he says. “I’ve been flown around the 
world several times and I get to lead 
this magical, fairy-dust life, and I’m 
very fine and happy.” 

It’s almost like Quentin Crisp, who 
once said something to the effect that 
if you know enough people and get 
invited to enough cocktail parties, you 
never have to go grocery-shopping. (“I 
used to do that with him,” Glamamore 
admits.) Illness laid him low during the 
past year or so, but he’s ready to get 
back into performing, but even when 
he was unwell, friends made sure to 
check in. 

“All the kids made sure I was OK in 
their little ways. That’s my wealth,” he 





2017 Pride parade 
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says. ‘I’m a hippie, a full-blown hippie. 
The high-fashion Mr. David of New 
York is crunch-granola.” 

While reluctant to enumerate 
specifics for fear of becoming over- 
whelmed, as of June 8, Glamamore 
had about 16 to 20 pieces to sew and 
assemble for Pride. San Francisco is 
not a late-night town, but Mr. David 
will run around SoMa and elsewhere 
all evening, from show to show, help- 
ing people look good and keeping the 
party going. 

“T like to help people become better 
performers and drag queens, because | 
want to go to a bar and be entertained. 
So if can help you become better, 
then it’s my whole selfish part,” he 
says. If you know the right people, 
you never have to go home — to sleep.” 


Six years ago, More began host- 
ing naked dinner parties in her garden 
apartment of 30 years — which happens 
to be full of Juanita More fan art. Pic- 
tures of her in a Norman Rockwell style 
occupy wall space across the room from a 
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close-up portrait that shows only her 
wig, one made-up eye, and a flower be- 
hind her ear. They’re near a print of Jus- 
tice and Lady Liberty about to kiss, and 
above Jackson’s water dish. 

In what is technically a studio, she’s 
had guest chefs from well-regarded 
restaurants like David Williams from 
Bull Valley Roadhouse or Cory Armen- 
ta from HECHO cook for a bunch of 
nude dudes who all eat standing up. 
The first was for the defunct magazine 
Das Einhorn, although they’ve been 
profiled in VICE and Mouthfeel as well. 
She’s planning a cookbook based on 
the dinners — along with a restaurant 
or supper club. 

Lacking the $2 million it would 
take to build out a raw space, she and 
some co-conspirators have scouted 
possible locations in the Castro and 
Polk Street, including the home of a 
former fern bar that was among the 
classier gay-owned places in San Fran- 
cisco way back when. The idea would 
be to showcase Northern California 
cuisine and the work of local artists 
— but with a degree of showmanship 








that’s arguably been missing in S.F. 
since Stars closed. More wouldn't be 
the chef, but the restaurateur — in 
the working-the-floor sense of the 
word, before the so-called empire 
builders. 

“It’s not just food-focused, because 
it has to be a party, with a great bar,” 
More says. “I know that people are 
going to come and walk in and be, 
‘Where’s Juanita?’ I’ve got to be there 


all the time. That’s the magic of Juanita. 


“I gotta have my hands in every- 
thing,” she adds. “It’s a joke, but when 
I die, wouldn't it be great to have 
everyone say, ‘And the bitch had a 
restaurant in San Francisco? She also 
had a fucking restaurant.’ ” 

In the meantime, the magic of 
Juanita made something else remark- 
able happen. The intersection of Mar- 
ket Street and Van Ness Avenue has 
an unfortunate building on every cor- 
ner: a Walgreen’s, an all-night dough- 
nut shop, a Bank of America regional 
office that shuns pedestrian-level ur- 
banism, and a Honda dealership. That 
dealership was once the site of the 


~- 


Fillmore West, which Bill Graham ran 
for three years until it closed forever 
after a five-night concert series early 
1970s. Forty-six years later, a venue 
that once played host to Ike and Tina 
Turner, Chuck Berry, and Jefferson 
Airplane will reopen for Juanita 
More’s Saturday night Pride party on 
June 23. 

“When I walked into that room 
for the first time last November just 
to look at it, I was like, “Whoa, the 
energy. It’s getting spruced up and it’s 
going to open up for me that night. It 
hasn't had music in it since 1971! 

“How do these things happen? 
Who the hell am I?” she asks. “I don’t 
know. It’s crazy, but there’s a part of 
me that’s worked hard to make things 
happen. I’m a dreamer and a doer, and 
I’m great at making things from noth- 
ing. That’s how I create anything. All 
right, you have no money? You have 
no supplies? Let’s Mickey-and-Judy 
this and have a party. It’s always how 
I’ve done everything that I’ve done.”

“The Trump administration has 
been very vocal about stripping away 
rights and laws that affirm trans people 
— and it’s very odd, because 10 years 
ago, no one even mentioned the word 
‘transgender’ at all,” Aria Sa’id says. “So 
now that the word is banned at the CDC, 
and people are actually uttering the 
word, it feels like progress. Even if they 
are stripping away rights legislatively, 
socially there’s much more progress.” 
That’s the upside-down, George 
Carlin-esque state of public health in 
America, and the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention also banned 
“diversity,” “fetus,” “science-based,” 
and several other terms last year. 
But Sa’id, founder and director of the 
Kween Culture Initiative, knows from 
experience that progress is not linear. 
The LGBT Policy Adviser for San 
Francisco's Human Rights Commis- 
sion, Sa’id is an out trans woman 
who’s been active in the forthcoming 
Compton’s TLGB District, legislative 
fights on behalf of intersex children 
in California, and in the general push 
for gender-neutral public restrooms. 
But just as well-publicized pushback 
against transphobia at the federal level 
indicates a growing recognition of the 
difficulties transgender Americans face 
in their regular lives, small successes 
at the local level can have consequenc- 
es, too. Sa’id, who is candid about her 
struggles with depression, says that 
achieving the positive sometimes re- 
quires emphasizing the negative. 
“Twas doing these empowerment 
speeches and keynotes,” she says, “and 
every time, I have to bring up violence, 
stigma, unemployment, harassment, 
and the fact that trans women are 
disenfranchised and marginalized. I 
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Kween of Kweens 


feel like I have to do that every day, in 
order to get people’s attention.” 

It started to feel as though ham- 
mering the point home had the unfor- 
tunate byproduct of discouragement 
among her peers. 

“I was sharing it with other trans 
people: ‘Who wants to own that, every 
single day?’ That’s a reality that we 
face, but that’s not who we are,” she 
says. ‘I was never in spaces where | 
heard that trans women were beauti- 
ful or resilient or powerful; I was just 
hearing sort of the highlights of our 
despair.” 

So Sa’id created the Kween Culture 
Initiative, a peer-led group dedicated 
to cultural enrichment and health 
equity. The idea is for trans women to 
show each other the way — especially 
people who may not know much about 
trans history. But the organization 
punches above its weight, too. 

“Many of the surgeons that oper- 
ate on trans women are not formally 
trained” in the specifics of transgender 
health care, Sa’id says. “How you 
learn, in theory, is you shadow a 
surgeon — and so many surgeons are 
shadowing for a couple of weeks, then 
doing surgeries. So many girls are 
having to have four or five revision 
surgeries to correct mistakes. 

“Currently,” she adds, “the powers 
that be that oversee standardization 
of transgender medicine and health 
care are all cisgender white men who 
are surgeons themselves.” 

So rather than wait for the World 
Professional Association of Trans- 
gender Health to intervene, they’re 
rallying to take action. 

“When I had my surgery, they were 
kind of like, ‘Oh, you're cured, good- 
bye!’ There’s no actual support and no 
education around being healthy.” 
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Ten years after her own transition 
— begun when she was still in high 
school — SF Pride has recognized 
Sa’id’s decade of work, which began 
when the only possibility models 
were on shows like Jerry Springer. 

“Don't get me wrong, I love Jerry 


Springer,’ Said says. “But that was 


the only narrative we saw. Now, you 
see trans women on social media. 
“At the federal level, there has 
been a reversal of the few rights 
that we've already sort of developed 
during the Obama administration,” 
she continues.

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Warrior Pose

“All I wanted to be was a preach- 
er’s wife, so I could play the piano and 
tour the world as a music minister,’ Our 
Lady J says. “The world had something 
else in mind for me.” 

A pianist and singer-songwriter who 
has been a writer and producer on three 
seasons of Transparent — as well as on 
Pose, Ryan Murphy’s new show about 
trans women of color in 1980s New 
York — she will be in San Francisco this 
weekend in several capacities. She’ll be 
at the Trans March this Friday after- 
noon, topic and length of speech yet to 
be determined, and after the Pride Pa- 
rade wraps up on Sunday, Our Lady J is 
scheduled to perform three songs, one 
of them an original and another a Dolly 
Parton cover. 

“Tm the biggest Dolly Parton fan in 
the world, and I just want her to adopt 
me as a late-in-life adoption,” she says, 
adding, “Dolly helped me with one of 
my trans-related surgeries. So she’s in 


me forever and ever.” 

That would be Boob Aid, her 2009 
benefit concert starring Taylor Mac, 
Jake Shears, and others. As with her 
hero, born and raised in rural Sevier 
County in East Tennessee, Our Lady 
J grew up in an evangelical milieu in 
Pennsylvania’s Amish country. Refer- 
ring to herself as an “educated hillbilly” 
and a “hustler,” she notes that she never 
fully left the church. Instead, through 
her “Gospel for the Godless,” she aban- 
doned the dogma and retained the 
praise. The idiom stayed the same, in 
other words, and after recording an al- 
bum with a gospel choir she believes it’s 
only a matter of time before the world 
welcomes a transgender gospel singer. 

“It takes a lot of charisma, unique- 
ness, nerve, and talent to excelina 
world that is expecting you to fail,” she 
says. “Asa child, I just wanted to bea 
classical pianist, but really, what I found 
out was that I was a storyteller. Even 
though the classical world wasn’t ready 
for an LGBT artist at the level that I 
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wanted and demanded in my profes- 
sion, Hollywood was ready. So I walked 
through that door gladly and gratefully.” 

At first, it might sound strange 
that gender identity might be a greater 
barrier to entry in classical music than 
in the image-obsessed and consider- 
ably more superficial world of film and 
television, but Our Lady J — who, it 
should be noted, was the first out trans 
woman to play Carnegie Hall — dis- 
agrees. 

“To be perfectly honest, it’s an art 
form that peaked in the 19th century,” 
she says. “There are a lot less positions 
available to fill to have an actual career. 
With television, there’s just much more 
opportunity there. TV is willing to take 
more chances on new artists.” 

Transparent’s groundbreaking nature 
— and internecine woes — have been 
amply documented. Having debuted 
this month on FX, Pose expands on 
territory that Jennie Livingston's doc- 
umentary Paris Is Burning looked at in 
1990: drag-ball culture. The source of 


now-common terms like “realness” and 
“reading,” it’s a testament to creativity 
and resilience and a glimpse at how 
Black trans women in Upper Manhat- 
tan reconfigured prevailing white, het- 
eronormative standards of beauty. Run 
through the Ryan Murphy machine, 
Pose bursts with high drama and defiant 
monologues, akin to Gorgeous Ladies 
of Wrestling but about an even more 
marginalized subculture. Support from 
John Landgraf at FX made it happen, 
Our Lady J says — and it’s also the net- 
work’s most expensive show to date. 
And whereas on Transparent she was 
the only transgender writer out of 10 in 
the room, the ratio on Pose is different. 
“The writers’ room for Pose was half 
the size it was for Transparent, so I’m 
much more involved,” she says. “Also, 
Janet Mock is in the writers’ room as 
well, so it’s been incredible that two of 
the five writers are trans.”

“We forget that, when we’re in 
the street and celebrating Pride, there 
are a lot of people who can no longer at- 
tend who actually helped to create a lot 
of the strides, a lot of the freedoms, and 
the liberating energy that we're all en- 
joying,” says Kin Folkz. “So when I move 
into Pride, I’m thinking about marginal- 
ized groups.” 

This year, that mostly means elders 
and children are on her mind. Folkz, 

a founder or co-founder of numerous 
organizations, including Spectrum 
Queer Media, Omni: The Bi/Pan/ 
Trans Women and Transmen of Color 
Network, and REVOLVE Creative Arts 
+ Film Fest, has decades of experience 
to her name. But even a longtime ad- 
vocate needs a little extra clarity about 
how best to proceed. After a talk with 
longtime trans activist Miss Major 
Griffin-Gacy — also known simply as 
Miss Major — during a brief visit back 
to the Bay Area from Arkansas, Folkz 
had gained some additional perspective. 

“Stop marching and screaming 
at people when they’re wearing ear 
plugs,” the 77-year-old Miss Major 
told her. “What you need to do is love 
each other to the hilt.” 

In that light, small acts of kindness 
take on an outsized role, such as mak- 
ing sure elders like the Black, gay S.F. 
singer-songwriter Blackberri receives

adequate dental care and gets the 
transportation he occasionally needs. 

“We gain so much from being in 
the presence of our elders,” Folkz says. Kin Folkz 
“There’s an African principle called 
sankofa, which says you must honor 
the past to understand the future. 

As middlings, the elders are really 
grounding us and it’s the youth that 
are allowing us to soar.” 

What Folkz hopes for is a children’s 
rights movement on par with the 
late-19th-century push to abolish 
child labor, one that might grow out 
of the Parkland students’ militating 
against gun violence. To that end, 
Spectrum Queer Media’s campaign to 
increase media literacy has an extra 
resonance. It’s not merely about be- 
coming a savvier news reader, able to 
determine truth from falsehood in an 
era when fake news is on the ascen- 
dant; it’s about previously excluded 
subjects taking control of their own 
narrative. 

“The digital storytelling program 
looks at how you create a story, what 
is the point of the story, and who 
gets to determine who else hears the 
story?” Folkz says. “I did the premiere 
of Alice Walker’s biopic by Pratibha 
Parmar, entitled Beauty in Truth, and 
we were blessed that Alice came to the 
screening [at the Grand Lake Theatre].

What CalFire 
reports mean to 
those impacted by 
North Bay fires 


This week's question comes from Alexis 
in Napa county, who writes:

0: My property was damaged in the Atlas Fire last 
October. Thankfully, we're alright but we wonder 
whether we should join one of the many lawsuits 
against PG&E to recover some of our losses. I saw that 
CalFire recently released its second report finding 
PG&E responsible for several of the fires, including At- 
las, and was hoping you could give me a sense of what 
the report means for fire victims. 


A: Alexis, thanks for your question and I’m sorry 
for the property damage you suffered in last Octo- 
ber’s tragic firestorm. I hope I can put CalFire’s 
June 8 report in some context for you, but I would 
highly recommend you consult one of the many at- 
torneys handling these issues to get the best idea 
of your individual legal rights. 

As you know, thousands of people in the 
North Bay endured unprecedented destruction 
from the scores of wildfires that erupted begin- 
ning the evening of October 8, 2017. Forty-three 


people lost their lives as over 245,000 acres of 
land burned, outpacing 11,000 firefighters from 
around the world. And, from the first 911 calls, 
a distinct pattern of similar reports emerged 
describing sparks and explosions from PG&E 
power equipment spreading flames into nearby 
vegetation. 

As early as Novem- 
ber, fire victims began 
to file lawsuits against 
PG&E for their role in 
causing the devastat- 
ing fires. The various 
cases, including suits 
from cities, counties, 
and insurance compa- 
nies, sought to hold 
the utility responsible 
for damages incurred 
during the firestorm. 

Victims sought 
compensation for 
emotional trauma, evacuation costs, temporary 
housing, decreased property values, lost income, 
and nuisance. One complaint common to all of 
them was that PG&E was systemically negligent 
in the inspection and maintenance of its electri- 
cal infrastructure. Another significant common 
claim is based on PG&E's “strict” liability for 
damages arising from code violations, whether 
or not performed negligently, as well as Califor- 
nia’s “inverse condemnation” policy. Looking 
ahead to the likelihood of enormous settlements 
and damages, PG&E stock has fallen more than 
40 percent since October. 

On January 4, over fifty of these lawsuits

were consolidated into a single case now known 
as California North Bay Fire Cases, which is 
being heard by Judge Curtis E.A. Karnow in San 
Francisco Superior Court. Coordinating the cas- 
es allows the court to efficiently evaluate the col- 
lective evidence and determine on a systemwide 
basis the level of care the 
utility used to ensure the 
safety of its power grid. 
This task is complicated, 
given the great number 
of individual fires caus- 
ing a great volume of 
unique damages over the 
region. Moreover, other 
potentially liable parties 
certainly contributed to 
the scale of devastation. 
However, many of the 
procedural and legal 
determinations will be 
common to all of the 
lawsuits and a consolidated action avoids wast- 
ing time and resources on duplicative litigation. 
It also prevents inconsistencies between victim 
outcomes, while allowing for adjustments to 
case coordination as necessary. 

As you mentioned, the California Depart- 
ment of Forestry and Fire Protection (CalFire) 
recently released two investigative reports into 
PG&E’s responsibility for the October fires. The 
first was released on May 25 and covered four 
fires; the second came out on June 8 and covered 
another twelve, including the Atlas Fire. CalFire 
found every one of them to have been started by 
PG&E power equipment, with eight including 


the Atlas Fire resulting from utility code viola- 
tions and referred to local District Attorneys for 
possible prosecution. Notably absent from these 
reports are the results of investigations into 

the Tubbs Fire, by far the most destructive and 
lethal in the firestorm. 

It would seem that the CalFire reports should 
settle a lot of questions for the court. However, 
the reports are not admissible as evidence in the 
consolidated California North Bay Fires case, so 
their main function is to give legal teams a neat- 
ly organized set of clues for where admissible 
evidence might be found. Moreover, PG&E con- 
tinues to make forceful arguments that extreme 
climate and weather conditions made it effec- 
tively impossible for them to have anticipated 
the level of care they would need to prevent such 
catastrophic damages. However, PG&E’s com- 
munications with shareholders in recent months 
suggest they are preparing for significant legal 
liabilities in the near future. 

Make no mistake, PG&E is fighting back and 
they have decades of experience defending their 
business from wildfire lawsuits. In addition to 
filing their own claims against municipalities to 
spread any liability imposed for fire damages, 
lobbying to overturn “inverse condemnation” 
laws, and efforts to establish a public-private vic- 
tim compensation fund, they are also advocating 
on multiple fronts for authorization to pass on 
their legal costs to utility customers. Next week, 
I'll expand on what PG&E’s prospective liabilities 
mean for the public at large.

Breaking Bad creator Vince Gilligan 
famously described his main charac- 
ter as a teacher transforming from 
Mr. Chips to Scarface. Serge Bozon’'s 
Mrs. Hyde is also about a beleaguered 
teacher who undergoes a profound 
personality change, and the title hints 
at the nature of her own journey from 
the light to the darkness. Mrs. Géquil 
(Isabelle Huppert) is a high-strung, 
somewhat ineffectual teacher of a 
vocational science class with spectac- 
ularly rowdy students. After getting 
struck by lightning while conducting 
an experiment, the newly confident 
Géquil finds the heart of gold under- 
neath her students’ rude exteriors 
and inspires them to learn, upsetting 
the school’s social-class balance. As 
Hyde, she also glows at night and kills 
with her touch, so there’s that. In the 
subgenre of Jekyll-and-Hyde stories 
in which Hyde is female — Hammer's 
1971 Dr. Jekyll and Sister Hyde and the 
abysmal 1995 comedy Dr. Jekyll and 
Ms. Hyde being the more prominent 
examples — Bozon’s Mrs. Hyde may be 
the first in which the Jekyll figure isn't 
male.

Westwood:

There aren't a lot of people for 


whom the words “punk,” “icon,” and 
“activist” can all be applied, but Lorna 
Tucker’s documentary Westwood: Punk, 
Icon, Activist makes a strong case for at 
least two of those three for genuinely 
iconic fashion designer Dame Vivienne 
Westwood. Tucker follows Westwood’s 
career from the 1970s, when she orig- 
inally packaged and sold the concept 
of punk alongside Sex Pistols manager 
Malcolm McLaren, up to and beyond 
her ascendency to fashion royalty in 
the 1980s, including being the first 
person to win Designer of the Year two 
years in a row — all despite McLaren 
actively sabotaging her career after 
they broke up. Westwood’s third-act 
delve into environmental activism 
doesn’t get much screen time, seeming 
more like a reaction to her distaste for 
the steamroller of capitalism, as shops 
keep being opened under her name but 
without her input. Meanwhile, some- 
thing only glimpsed in the background 
of Westwood: Punk, Icon, Activist is the 
famous 1987 i-D magazine feature 
about Westwood with her favorite 
model Sara Stockbridge on the cover, 
wearing a crown and winking. Winks 
usually look terrible in still photos, but 
this one worked, and the image was 
later used to promote the de Young’s 
2007 Westwood exhibit. Stockbridge 
wears the crown, but the halo is pure 
Westwood.

If there’s one domain of upscale 
dining that has officially been done to 
death, it’s charcuterie. But if there’s any 
room left for originality, it might be by 
going back to the source, re-anchoring it 
to the rustic cuisines whence it came. 
Chef Donato Scotti aims to do just that 
at Cento Osteria, the fourth spot in his 
Donato Restaurant Group and the first 
in S.F. proper. With its wood-fired oven 
and house-made salumiy, it’s making a 
play for authenticity and freshness ina 
zone that’s been tackled more than a few 
times. 

An indication of success comes in 
the baccala ($15), a salt-cod mousse 
over grilled polenta that’s much less 
salty than its sounds. It’s quite round- 
ed, in fact, absorbing plenty of parsley 
oil to balance any whiff of the briny 
deep. Fegatini, a chicken liver paté 
with a thinner consistency ($14), was 
fine enough but for the fig compote 
to Elsewhere in the starter column, 
the u'cuoppo napoletano (essentially a 
sampler of arancini and other fried de- 
lights, $14) with an uninspired tomato 
dipping sauce was uniformly flavorless 
and best avoided. 





Should you gravitate toward the 
pizzas, the natural home for char- 
cuterie, go for the cotto e funghi ($17), 
a lovely six-slice combination of meaty 
oyster mushrooms with garlicky salami 
over simple tomato sauce on a chew- 
ier-than-average crust. Offered chili 
flakes and chili oil, it might be hard not 
to treat it like a corner pizzeria, but 
be sparing. It could use more ricotta, 
however. Penne arrabiata ($16) with 
plenty of calabrian pepper arrived 
with a pat of ricotta melting over it, 
and while the hit of pepper is homey 
to the hilt, the pappardelle al cinghiale 
($18) was its clear superior. There, you 
stand at the triple junction of Cento 
Osteria’s full potential: a slow-cooked 
ragu with a plenty of meat over pasta 
with the perfect texture that’s made 
in house. While it might sound wholly 
out of joint, the most exciting cocktail 
was the Alessio ($13), an elegant gin 
martini with lime and apricot bitters 
that comes off as a fragrant stone-fruit 
margarita. 

To dwell too heavily on 100 Bran- 
nan St.’s history as a cursed space is 
to sow doubt or put a thumb on the 
scales, but the location undeniably 
has drawbacks. Although it faces the 


Embarcadero, it’s not technically a wa- 
terfront restaurant, which is a minus 
for the crowd that loves such things. 
And the building has a strange shape, 
with too many unnecessary corners 
that, instead of providing little nooks 
for romance or mystery, give the din- 
ing room something of a cafeteria feel. 
You can see almost everywhere from 
everywhere else. Osterie are small, 
with limited menus, yet Cento’s has 
five sections, each of which may rotate 
seasonally. With the dual emphases on 
pizzas and house-made charcuterie, 
the closest living relative would proba- 
bly be Andrea Giuliani’s excellent, year- 
old Pausa, in downtown San Mateo. 
Cento’s best hour is the apericena, 
a sort of value-driven “aperitivo-plus” 
from Milan that’s built around olives, 
cheeses, and meats and available 
from 3:30-7 p.m. (Those are the food 
pyramid components that get me out 
of bed in the morning, just to put a 
personal bias out there.) Not quite 
happy hour, not quite a full dinner, 
it’s meant for students and people 
who may not always have someone 
getting a home-cooked meal for them 
after work, something that suggests 
it’s Scotti’s attempt to wrestle Blue

Apron to the ground with continental 
panache. Along with the smoked duck 
risotto and the squashed flatbread 
with guanciale and gorgonzola, the $7 
Aero Viale (rye, Aperol, red vermouth, 
and lemon) and $7 Negroni certainly 
sweeten the pot. 

Overall, you get the feeling that 
Cento Osteria is a little too large for its 
own good, or maybe that the scale of 
it closes off much possibility of being 
arty-casual and turning a profit. The 
restroom is certainly as charmless 
and institutional as a Catholic high 
school’s. It pains me to say it, but the 
staff needs another pass when it comes 
to ins-and-outs of the menu and to 
making suggestions and recommen- 
dations, too. Otherwise, a few minor 
fixes could smooth things out, like a 
sign near the host stand indicating 
that the bar is in fact open seating. But 
I'd hate to see structural issues cave in 
around a menu this sprightly. Primi 
up, Scotti.

Egg Benedict 
Ils Everything

Chefs hate brunch, right? You'd 
probably be grumpy, too, working late on 
Saturday night only to show up early 
Sunday morning to oversee home fries 
for the thousandth time. Staving off the 
boredom and the irritation is one reason 
why brunch has turned into a creativity 
arms race, and Comstock Saloon’s Jason 
Raffin has the equivalent of highly en- 
riched uranium in a char siu pork egg 
benedict. 

It looks almost like a hollanda- 
ise-covered bell you'd ring to get a hotel 
registration desk’s attention. A nod to 
the century-old saloon space’s location 
near Chinatown, the $19 char siu egg 
benedict — and it is a single poached 
egg — contains a massive bun, filled 
with savory-sweet barbecue pork. 
They're like any dim sum bun, only 
larger, and with the addition of nora 
chili flakes from Valencia, Spain. 

If you need at least one other oeuf 
to get your afternoon recovery in mo- 
tion, though, look for the herbed falafel 
shakshuka with truffled tomato sauce 
and cheddar ($15). Built on the Moroc- 
can staple that simmers for hours, its 
inclusion of falafel balls in and among 





the eggs keeps it distinct from that 
similar brunch repast, huevos ranche- 
ros — and with an exceptionally deep, 
dark flavor. 

If that’s still not enough eggs, try 
the Eggs on Eggs ($12), a caviar-topped 
deviled egg preparation with plenty 
of nori powder and “crunchy things” 
like toasted rice. It almost rises to the 
level of salad, in an Art Nouveau sort 
of way, like the punched tin walls near 
the booths in the lower room. Wrap the 
meal up with some tres leches french 
toast ($15), which is almost a corn cake 
made with hazelnut and strawberry 
three ways, including thin bits of straw- 
berry glass for extra texture. 

Just as you can hear Radiohead on a 
player piano in the saloon in Westworld, 
Comstock’s gallery may have a pianist 
singing 80s soft-rock one floor above 
the dining room, and that’s a great 
soundtrack to a pitcher of Pimm’s Cups 
($55, or $12 for a glass) boosted with 
rye in addition to the standard gin. 

If you want to get serious — i.e., no 
amount of coffee can wake you — the 
Breakfast of Champions ($11) pairs the 
usual tequila-and-Modelo with a pork 
sugo shooter. Not everyone clamors 
for a shot and a beer in the afternoon, 
but the lager takes to the sugo as well 
as any pappardelle would. 

Eggs show up elsewhere, too. 
There’s a Ramos gin fizz redolent of 
orange blossom, and a croque madame 
with Szechuan gravy, caviar, anda 
confit yolk on top of it. The home fries, 
though, are garnished with only a little 
basil. Even the most exhausted chef 
would know not to gild that lily.

When I first stumbled into Yamo, 
it was dark, I was lost in a new city, and I 
had no money. The place smelled good 
and it looked cheap. Forty-five minutes 
later, I walked out of one my favorite 
restaurants in the world. 

No longer a well-kept secret, Yamo 
is more of a crack in an alley than 
a hole in the wall. Located on 18th 
Street in the Mission, it’s a Burmese 
food counter with prices that are just 
as unarguable as the food (apps for 
$4.75, salads and entrees $6.50). 

Sitting along the 12-person counter 
is like eating in the hull of an iron ship. 
There’s steam everywhere, and the 
chefs are three mischievous ladies who 
may love you or hate you. They may 
find great amusement in pretending 
not to understand certain substitu- 
tions or requests and may cackle after 
a guest simply gives up. Yamo has 
gained street cred over the years, so 
it can be hard to grab a seat, but the 
atmosphere remains true to its original 
form. 

If you do find yourself lucky enough 
to sit down for a quick bite — early 
lunch or early evening during the week 
are your best bets — start out with 
the spring rolls. Made to order, they’re

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prepared with poached shrimp, vermi- 
celli noodles, fresh basil, and lettuce 
that’s all rolled into sticky rice wraps. 
Cold and refreshing, they’re also the 
perfect preparation for all the flavors 
to come. Next, order the tea leaf salad. 
Awesomely crunchy and spicier than 
anticipated, Yamo’s tea leaf salad is a 
slaw of fermented tea leaves, onions, 
fried beans, nuts, and sesame seeds, 
dressed with fish sauce, chile oil, and 
garlic. It’s one of the tastiest dishes in 
San Francisco. 

Yamo’s entrees span traditional tofu 
dishes, curries, and noodles. I’ve tried 
many, but I can rarely resist the house 
cold noodles, served with piping hot 
chicken, crispy cabbage, cucumber, and 
peanuts. The contrast of the hot chick- 
en and the chilled noodles go together 
like ham and cheese. Throw in some 
fresh vegetables, and it’s the perfect 
ménage a trois. After eating this dish, 
I almost always prefer my noodles cold 
for about a week. 

Yamo is a spectacle because it 
proves that it’s possible to eat in an 
alcove that feels like it’s dripping 
from the ceiling and leave feeling like 
a superhero who just ate an elegant, 
well-balanced, three-course meal. Long 
live Yamo!

Curiouser and Curiouser

When the Chapel opened its 
companion bar, the Vestry, five years 
ago, the former mortuary-turned-drink- 
ing-establishment seemed a little 
haunted. Allusions to death and to 
Christian iconography abounded on the 
New Orleans-inflected menu — there 
was a drink called a Crown of Thorns — 
plus there was that mysterious elevator 
used for lowering the deceased to the cel- 
lar level, that their organs might be har- 
vested for science or pecked out by 
demonic harpies. (It would be irresponsi- 
ble not to speculate.) 

Five years later, Vestry has come and 
gone — although the Chapel remains 
one of our favorite venues, playing 
host to diverse acts like Peaches, Os 
Mutantes, and Jade Bird. (Can we just 
marvel for a second that, in this age 
of annoying rich people complaining 
about noise after they buy condos in 
designated entertainment districts, a 
venue this lively manages to thrive on 
the busiest segment of Valencia Street?) 

In the Vestry’s place comes Curio, 
which somehow manages to up the Ves- 
try’s macabre quotient when it opens 
this Friday, June 22. The elevator is still 
there, and there’s even a wall-mounted 
ossuary full of bones, which feels a little 
less Frankenstein's laboratory and a lit- 
tle more One-Eyed Willie’s pirate ship. 

However many lost souls or mis- 
placed femurs, the idea behind Curio 
is simple: good food, good drinks, and 
good music. Mario Tolentino’s menu 
includes contemporary classics like a 
burger with cremini mushrooms, toma- 
to jam, and gooey raclette, plus raw-bar 
favorites. The Shut the Front Door 
Shellfish Tower comes with a dozen 
oysters, a dozen shrimp, six littleneck 
clams, tuna tartar, a half lobster, and 












half a crab, along with various mignon- 
ettes and accompaniments. When 
brunch rolls out this summer — outside 
on the courtyard, as in former days, or 
in the La Vida Future private dining 
room — you'll be able to get shrimp- 
and-grits, a fried chicken benedict, and 
a highfalutin bagel platter with a Wise 
Sons everything bagel, lox, a six-minute 
egg, and caviar. 

Behind the bar, mixologist Darren 
Crawford’s menu of mythical creatures 
spans cryptozoological traditions from 
around the world, including the Sphinx 





(Plymouth gin, Arkansas Black apple- 
jack, two kinds of vermouth, and or- 
ange bitters, $14), the Phoenix (Dickel 
rye, mezcal, Jamaican rum, habanero, 
curacao, yellow Chartreuse, grapefruit 
bitters, and cinnamon, $13), or the 
Jackalope (tequila, honeydew, tan- 
gerine, aloe, lemon, bianco vermouth, 
orange bitters, and pink peppercorns, 
$13). While eight-ingredient cocktails 
can sometimes be a little intimidating, 
if you want a frozé, you got one. 
Although they aren't melting, 
Persistence of Memory-style, the wall-

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Still Feeling Sinister 





Belle and Sebastian's low-volume career has been built on rebellion and defying convention.

With their hushed vocals, heart- 


on-sleeve lyrics, and unapologetically 
whimsical mannerisms, no one would 
ever mistake Belle and Sebastian for 
high-volume, maxed-out punk rockers. 

But if you ask guitarist Stevie Jack- 
son, the band was founded on rebellion 
— and it was precisely because they 
played with the dial turned down, not up. 

“We came on the scene right at the 
tail end of Britpop, where everyone 
was playing loud electric guitar,” says 
Jackson, whose band plays at the Fox 
Theater in Oakland on Monday, June 
25. “And we were playing this real soft, 
quiet music. I thought it was pretty sub- 
versive. It took a lot of balls, and that’s 
what punk rock is all about.” 

The twee Glaswegians have long been 
celebrated for their mythic beginnings. 
The group refused to do interviews 
or perform as opening acts, and their 
1996 debut, Tigermilk, was released on 
an extremely limited pressing. During 
the dawn of the internet — a moment 
when the ubiquity of rock musicians was 
just beginning to take off — Belle and 
Sebastian were content to keep an air of 
mystery. 

This was not an adventure in conceit 
or high-mindedness. It was merely a pro- 
test against overbearing record compa- 
nies dominating every aspect of a band’s 
existence. 

“This was back in the day when labels 
were these heavyweight creatures who 
could determine everything about a 
band,” Jackson says. “And we were hav- 
ing none of that.” 

The band’s vulnerability and ap- 
proachability — exemplified by song- 
writer Stuart Murdoch’s outsider tales 
of isolation and woe — resonated with 
fans. Eschewing the bombastic nature of 
contemporaries like Oasis and Pulp, Belle 
and Sebastian combined the confessional 
underpinnings of Elliott Smith with the 
musical directness of the Velvet Under- 
ground and the jangle-pop tendencies of 
1960s psychedelic groups like the Byrds 
and the Zombies. 

It was a strange confluence of inspi- 
rations made even more stranger by how 
beautiful the end results were. In the 
late 90s — the heyday of indie-rock ex- 
perimentation — it was safe to say that 
the group sounded wholly unlike any of 
their contemporaries. While many bands 
were proud to carry on the traditions set 
by DIY forebears like the Replacements 
and Dinosaur Jr., Belle and Sebastian 
looked further into the past, creating a 
sense of nostalgia and recognition large- 
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Belle and Sebastian 


ly absent in an era defined by irony and 
slackerism. 

“Tt really just felt like magic when we 
were starting,’ says Jackson. “When we 
were recording Tigermilk, I remember 
playing these songs and thinking, “This 
is what me and my friends would seri- 
ously love.’ It just felt so unique and so 
wonderful.” 

Despite little exposure and no radio 
play, the group gained a cult following. 
Their sophomore album, If You're Feeling 
Sinister, is widely considered one of the 
best indie albums of the 90s, and their 
follow-ups have aged masterfully over 
the years, when compared to their peers 
who specialized in more era-specific 
tunes. More than 20 years after their 
debut, they are now one of the world’s 
most revered indie rock groups, selling 
out huge venues and receiving top billing 
at major festivals, despite, again, lacking 
a crossover pop hit. 

During that run of success, Belle and 
Sebastian has steadily evolved, transi- 
tioning from Murdoch’s personal cre- 
ative vehicle to a more egalitarian, dem- 
ocratic group, with all band members 
contributing to the songwriting process. 

“T think that has definitely contrib- 
uted to the longevity of the group,” 
Jackson says. “Stuart needed us to help 





shoulder the creative load. And I think 
we needed to contribute. There were a 
few uncomfortable years there. I think 
people were feeling frustrated and un- 
fulfilled.” 

With the influx of new songwriters 
— which included contributions from 
longtime members like Jackson and 
violinist Sarah Martin — the group’s 
sound has become more assured and 
experimental, as the quiet, wistful tales 
of longing have been replaced with num- 
bers that are dancier, jazzier, and funki- 
er. They still remain defiantly out-of-step 
with prevailing popular trends — there 
won't be any collaborations with flavor- 
of-the-month artists or an embrace of 
microtrends in a desperate attempt to re- 
main relevant. But their tendency to rely 
solely on Murdoch for that dynamism 
has waned over the years. 

Jackson has certainly helped con- 
tribute to that evolution, with the gui- 
tarist responsible for some of their most 
memorable tunes in recent times. More 
indebted to classic pop structures, Jack- 
son's songs — such as ‘Jonathan David,” 
and “To Be Myself Completely,’ — are 
jaunty, lilting affairs, recalling ’60s doo- 
wop groups, disco-infused dance tracks, 
and R&B standards. 

Jackson has released one solo album,

2011’s (I Can’t Get No) Stevie Jackson, but 
he said he’s planning on releasing anoth- 
er batch of songs sometime in the near 
future. For now, he’s content to contrib- 
ute to the phalanx of songwriters now 
penning tunes for Belle and Sebastian. 
The group is now touring behind a trio 
of EPs — an anachronistic format that 
exemplifies the band’s disdain for con- 
ventionality. Each mini-album is titled 
How to Solve Our Human Problems, and 
showcases the band’s multiple contribu- 
tors and ease at which they can slide into 
an array of disparate sounds, from blue- 
eyed soul to baroque pop to folk rock. 
The new EPs lack any mile-a-minute 
punk screeds against the powers-that- 
be. But after a career of railing against 
expectations, Belle and Sebastian don’t 
need to play that kind of music to bur- 
nish their unique punk credentials.

Enamored by the city’s nightlife, De Luca aban- 
doned plans to become a fashion designer and committed herself to the 
nightclub lifestyle, working her way up from bartender to dancer to DJ, quickly 
turning heads with her floor-filling mixes. In 2013, she started her own label 
Sola Mente, releasing her own tracks along with those of other techno produc- 
ers, including explosive talent like Nick Curly. Sola Mente is a testament to De 
Luca's artistic independence in a volatile, and oft-unforgiving music industry, 
saying in an interview with Egg London, “My choice of being independent is 
definitely part of my character, and although for some they view this as a choice 
of courage for others they make their own assumptions. I know very well the 
pros and cons of this decision, and I accept them.”

Experimenting with obscure, electronically produced soundscapes from an out- 
sider perspective, Immersion is a peek into the enigmatic minds of Colin New- 
man and Malka Spigel. Both artists are post-punk veterans, Newman of Wire 
and Spigel of Minimal Compact, and they originally met after collaborating 


with each other for their respective bands during the mid-1980s. The duo be- 
gan their exploration into experimental electronic music in 1993 after starting 
their label swim ~ and releasing Oscillating, their first album as Immersion. The 
instrumental record is audibly influenced by early ambient figures like Brian 
Eno, and unafraid to explore harsh, quasi-industrial beats and dark textures. 
Two more albums, 1995’s Full Immersion and 2000’s Low Impact, led to a hiatus 
to work on other musical endeavors, but Newman and Spigel released Analogue 
Creatures Living on an Island in 2016.
